NOTE: The amendment to claims 1, 35 and 73 cancels polypeptide; removing polypeptide from those claims requires 
components (a) and (b) to be the same, which requires further search and consideration. Applicant's arguments are directed to the non- 
entered claims as proposed to be amended after the final rejection.
